Str,—I have the honour to submit herewith report covering 
the work of the Department of Municipal Affairs for the year 1912. 
The beginning of the year 1912 marked a new era in munici- 
pal affairs in this province by the creating of a department. to 
deal with municipal affairs. Alberta is the third province in the 
Dominion to have a department of this kind; the provinces of 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan already having municipal depart- 
ments. The establishment of such a department has, I think, 
been amply justified by the work which has been dealt with 
during the past year. This department administers The Town 
Act, Rural Municipality Act, Village Act, Local Improvement 
Act, and in addition levies and collects local improvement taxes 
in unorganized areas, the taxes levied under the Educational Tax 
Act on lands outside of organized school districts, and also assists 
villages, rural school districts and local improvement districts in ° 
the collection of arrears of taxes. 

On account of the passing of The Rural Municipality Act at 
the last session of the Legislature and the consequent amendments 
to The Local Improvement Act requiring the disorganization of 
all previously organized local improvement districts, the year 1912 
was an exceptionally busy year as far as rural organizations were 
concerned. ‘The Town Act which came into force at the end of 
the last session made several material changes in the law under 
which towns carry on business, and the giving of advice and 
information in regard to these changes and other town problems 
was a large item in the yeai’s work. It is worthy of note that 
the provision of The Town Act whereby the department may 
certify as to any money by-law being in order was taken advan- 
tage of by most of the towns borrowing money, and it was found 
to be a great convenience. : 

The incorporation of new towns and establishment of new 
villages also featured quite large in the work of the year. 

The assessment levied under The Educational Tax Act and 

Local Improvement Act covered a very large area; that levied 
under The Local Improvement Act being larger than it has been 
for quite a number of years as a result of the large increase in 
settlement. 
_ During the year I had the privilege of attending the conven- 
tion called by the Union of Canadian Municipalities in Windsor, 
Ontario, on August 27th, 28th and 29th. This convention was 
very interesting and instructive. Some of the notable features 
was the desire shown for public ownership of all utilities, for the 
creation by each province of a department to deal with municipal 
affairs, and for some information on the systems of taxation. 

I also had the privilege of attending the eighth annual-con- 
vention of the Union of Alberta Municipalities held at Innisfail, 
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September 11th and 12th. The principal discussion at this con- 
vention was in regard to the provisions of The Town Act passed 
at the last session of the legislature, therefore the convention was 
of a great deal of interest to this department. The provision of 
the Act that was discussed in greatest detail was that providing 
for assessment to be levied on land values only. A large number 
of the delegates took part in this discussion, and on the matter 
being put to a vote it was shown very clearly that the convention 
were not in favour of returning to the old system of assessment. 

I also had the privilege of attending the fourth annual con- 
vention of the Alberta Local Improvement District Association 
held at Edmonton on November 26th and 27th. This conven- 
tion was attended by quite a large number of delegates. A great 
deal of the discussion centred on The Rural Municipality Act, and 
I think that a majority of the delegates found the convention to 
be profitable and interesting. 

These conventions are a great source of information to those 
who attend them, and there is no doubt but that they result in 
the spreading of knowledge in regard to municipal: matters, and 
that they are also of great assistance in finding solutions for the 
many problems that crop up from time to time. . 

With reference to the provincial conventions, | may say that 
many of the resolutions passed will be recommended as amend- 
ments to Acts affected. 

In this connection it might be pointed out that in a large new 
province such as this, with so many diversified interests, there 1s 
likely to be a great many municipalities, both rural and urban, 
carrying on business within the province within a few years. 
Diversity of interest will lead to many different municipal prob- 
lems, and we must realize that the work of this department and 
the work of those who are interested in municipal matters through- 
out the province is only commencing. We will have to meet a 
great variety of problems. We have urban municipalities in the 
agricultural parts of the province where there is a steady growth 
and where real estate has more or less fixed value. We have 
urban municipalities with large pppulations in mining areas 
where the growth and business of the town is subject to sudden 
changes, and where there can be no fixed value to the land as the 
existence of the town depends entirely on the operation of the 
mines. Then again, we have towns aiming to be industrial 
centres with their problems; towns that are fast becoming railway 
centres with troubles of their own. Under these conditions, it is 
necessary that the ratepayers of these municipalities should see 
to it that the very best men are placed in control of affairs. The 
problems to be dealt with are many and difficult, and it is only 
by having the very best men available put in charge of the 
business of a-municipality that anything like 1a full measure of 
success can be hoped for. This work is difficult and trying, but 
it is necessary and important and it is work that no man of: 
ability need be ashamed to take hold of, and it is the duty of 
every man to take his share in this work and see that the 
business of his municipality is carried on in the best interests 
of' the community. 


RURAL ORGANIZATION, 


_ During the year our work in connection with rural organiza- 
tion was the preparing for the disorganization of the local improve- 
ment districts that were in existence at the beginning of the year 
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1912, and the organization of the rural municipalities and new 
local improvement districts. The first part of this work was the 
preparing of a map dividing the province into territorial units as 
provided for by the provisions of The Rural Municipality Act and 
the amendments to The Local Improvement Act. This map was 
prepared starting at the south-east corner of the province, and 
each unit is eighteen miles square except where the size and shape 
had to be varied by physical features such as large lakes and 
rivers. Hach of these territorial units may be established a rural 
municipality or a local improvement district, according to the 
wish of the resident electors. 

A great deal of interest was taken in The Rural Municipality 
Act. On account of the short time that elapsed between the date 
when the Act could be obtained from the printers for distribution, 
and the date when petition forms had to be applied for, people in 
many parts of the province had hardly sufficient time to get well 
acquainted with the provisions of the Act. In some localities 
public meetings. were called and the department asked to send 
some person to explain the Act. Wherever possible some repre- 
sentative from the department attended these meetings and every 
effort was made to meet every request for information in regard to 
the Act. We distributed some six thousand copies of the Act, 
and about four hundred copies of a pamphlet dealing with the 
principal features of the Act. Although as already mentioned, 
the time available was very short, some fifty-five units asked for 
organization as rural municipalities. These municipalities were 
duly organized and are now carrying on business. 

The growth of settlement in the northern part of the province 
is indicated by some rural municipal organization that has taken 
place, as we have two rural municipalities established in the 
Grande Prairie country: that of Grande Prairie No. 709 and 
Bear Lake No. 710. 

The principal opposition to the new organization evidently 
arose from fear of increased taxation, dislike of electing coun- 
cillors at large and fear of going into debt. The question as to 
the rate of taxes to be levied is, however, one which rests entirely 
in the hands of the ratepayers through their councillors, Whether 
or not money should be borrowed and debentures issued is also 
a matter which rests with the ratepayers. In some cases the issue 
of debentures would be a wise move, but the council of a muni- 
cipality should be careful to see that they have the necessary 
organization to ensure the spending of the money so borrowed so 
as to get good results before they undertake to issue debentures. 

As to electing councillors at large, I think that this system 
will give the best results in most cases as the work of the muni- 
cipality is likely to be more connected and on a bigger and 
broader basis. If councillors are elected by division the work is 
liable to be disconnected, and too local in nature. In a few cases 
because of extraordinary conditions it might be advisable to have 
divisions or wards, and provision might be made whereby the 
question as to whether or not the municipality should be divided 
into wards might be voted on by the electors when they are voting 
on the question of organization. 

The work of auditing the books of the local improvement 
districts was dealt with as usual, and is apparently bringing very 
good results. We had four men on this work at the end of the 
year. 
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In addition to the municipal organization, some ninety terri- 
torial units were organized as local improvement districts. These 
districts will carry on business under The Local Improvement Act; 
the principal difference between these districts and the old local 
improvement districts being that they contain nine townships and 
have not more than six divisions, each division containing a 
township and a half, whereas the old districts contained from four 
to six townships and each division contained one township. This 
makes a total of one hundred and forty-five units that were under 
organization at the end of the year. The rural municipalities 
coming into existence on the 9th of December, and the organiza- 
tion of the new local improvement districts coming into force on 
‘that date also. 

The old local improvement districts, some two hundred and 
twenty-seven in number, ceased to exist on the 9th day of Decem- 
ber last. The area now under organization covers rather more 
than 1300 townships, while only about 1000 townships were 
previously organized; this increase being because of the fact that 
a number of units asked for organization as rural municipalities 
that had no organization before. 


VILLAGES. 


The growth of settlement and extension of the railroads was 
shown by the increase in village organization. During the year 
the following villages were established: 

Clive, Walsh, Three Hills, Coalgate, Mirror, Carbon, Halkirk, 
Irma, St. Paul de Metis, Suffield, Consort. 

Most of these villages are along the line of railroad construc: 
tions, and sprang into existence almost at once, the surrounding 
country having already been settled and there was therefore an 
immediate demand for business centres. At the last session of 
the Legislature, The Village Act was amended providing that a 
village should have a population of seven hundred in place of four 
hundred before it can become a town. As this will give villages 
rather larger problems to deal with, it would appear advisable that 
they should be given somewhat larger powers than they have 
under the present Act. The raising of the limit of population 
will have good results, as there was a tendency for villages con- 
taining four hundred people to become organized as towns and 
undertaking liabilities under the powers given them in this way 
that were rather large for them to handle; the result being, of 
course, very detrimental to the best interests of the town. 


TOWNS. 


The growth of population and business in the provinee is 
also shown by the increase in the number of towns during the 
year. The following five towns having been incorporated: — 

Bow Island, Diamond City, Coronation, Stavely, Redcliff. 

Kach of the towns has its own problems to work out, Every 
town naturally desires to forge ahead as rapidly as possible, They 
should be careful, however, lest in their zeal to push the town they 
become burdened with debt that will cripple them in future. High 
rates of interest have to be paid at the present time, and it would 
be well to count the cost and to consider the effect on the future 
of the town before any large expenditures are undertaken. 
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As all the cities in the province carry on business under special 
charters they do not come under this department in any way with 
‘the exception that the City of Calgary by an amendment made 
at the last session of the Legislature, may now have certificates 
attached to their money by-laws by this department, and they 
made use of this provision during the past year.

The total assessment levied in large local improvement districts 
during the year 1912 amounted to $215,401.71 as compared 
with $171,461.64 in the year 1911. The total amount of taxes 
and fees collected from large local improvement districts during 
the year was $127,975.83. Redemption. fees, $1492.66; "We 
still have a great deal of trouble in obtaining reliable informa- 
tion as to post office addresses and names of parties purchasing 
land under agreements of sale. We also have difficulty in 
reaching homesteaders with our assessment notices because of 
their being away from their homesteads and leaving no address. 
Many notices are sent out in duplicate to the two post offices 
nearest the land, but while this is of some assistance many 
notices are returned.

The total assessment levied under The Educational Tax Act 
for the year 1912 amounted to $126,006.14, as compared with

The total number of tax receipts issued during the year 
amounted to 41,200, and the total number of tax certificates was 
LO892; 

The number of tax certificates asked for is increasing very 
rapidly. These certificates are usually asked for in connection 
with loans and there is evidently a great deal of money coming 
into the province in this way at the present time. Each certificate 
gives a complete record of all taxes shown outstanding on .our 
records on the lands mentioned on it, also of the names and 
addresses of the local secretary-treasurers, if the land is in an 
organized area. In addition to the certificates we issue thousands 
of statements asked for by owners of land wishing to pay taxes. 
These requests come from all parts of the world and indicate 
the widespread interest that is taken in this Province.
